"If the dwellers in a large tract of country are cultivators ol a 
special product (as tobacco) of which they desire to control not only 
the production but the sale, there is no reason why they should rot 
do so, provided the result can be accomplished peacefully, intelligently uud 
ingof any tobacco in l'.HlS bills hy voluntary association. The ideal Equity ought to be simply a vast part- 
were introduced in the House ne"hip with equal rights, under legal regulations, to every member ol the 

firm. It is not to be an enforced partnership, or agreement, in any sen.ie. 
But if a large body ol cultivators lormed into a voluntary assoi iatien to mar- 
ket their own products without the intervention of the middleman, it would 
Bcem to a reasonable mind that they have a perlect right, under our free in- 
stitutions, to dispose of their products in this way. But only a population ol 
superior intelligence and large practical experience could successfully estab- 
lish such a commercial innovation as this. In the hands ol a shallow, hot- 
brained agitator such a project would inevitably fail. The experiment must 
be conducted throughout by a cool, sagacious, practical, broad-minded man.
